A lthouch the incitement to dis- 

affection Bill, detigned to tafeguard the loyally 
of the aimed forces of Great Britain, hat been patted 
by parliament in London, it had to run a gamut of 
attack from numerous elements representing many 
wallu of life. It it altogether inaccurate to describe 
all the opponent! of the meanire as Socialists, unless the 
term can be applied to many staunch Conservatives, 
high dignitaries of the Established Church, eminent 
publicists and public men who are much less .Socialistic 
than Mr. Ramsey MacDon al d pro fes se d lo be before 
he became the head of a Tory administration and a 
tamed and cultivated lion m Mayfair. 

There already it a strict law m all British countries 
ageiiut the propagation of sedition. Why a measure 
beyond this should be deemed necessary by the present 
government for specific application to the armed forces, 
with provisions for searching premises on what may be 
only the vaguest suspicion, it a mystery, unless, indeed, 
the government is not certain of the dependability of 
its aimed forces. These provisions undoubtedly htve 
put an end t# the age-old comfortable principle that 
"an Englishman's home is his cattle.” while, according 
to the Bishop of Birmingham, a clergyman who ex¬ 
pounded the Sermon on the Mount lo the soldiers or 
sailors would find himself liable to prosecution. It it 
even declared by some legal authorities that books on 
the war which were critical of the conduct of high 
military command, like that of Lloyd George, for ex- 
ample, coaid be considered to be icditious literature 
under the bill. 

However great the majority for the measure in 
Parliament, there can be no question that it leaves a bad 
tatle in the mouth of the British public, which, perhaps, 
more than any other public in the world, opposes any 
restriction o? its freedom of expression or the invasion 
of its home by the police except in extraordinary cir¬ 
cumstance*. There it, however, a deeper significance 
in the legislation than i* apparent on the surface of it.

About 300 of thoiw brought back 
to life here and in Chicago were 
treated with the artificial pacemaker, 
a gold needle which stimulates heart 
beats with electrical Impulses at the 
rate of 30 to 120 a minute. 

USED FOR TWO YEARN 

This needle was brought out two 
years ago by the Wltkin Foundation 
of Beth David Hospital, New York 
city. It grew out of the fact that up 
to 1930 about sixty persons, appar¬ 
ently dead, had been brought back 
to life by hypodermic injections 
directly into their hearts. 

Adrenalin wu frequently used, but 
even a "shot" of caffeln similarly 
given restored some of the "dead." 

The other new device for restoring 
the "dead" Is an Insufflator, spon¬ 
sored by the Society for the Preven¬ 
tion of Aaphyxlal death. It Is a pres¬ 
sure epparatus for mechanical breath¬ 
ing which goes a stop farther than 
the “mechanical lungs." the equip¬ 
ment of emergency squads and artl- 
flelal respiration.
